must continue to do so under 
the Federal Communications 
Act 

Stoner^ s first advertisements 
ran Tuesday over radio station 
WPLO and WSB-TV, Only 
broadcast advertising was in* 
volved 


'I am the only candidate for 
the USL Senate for white 
people,’’ said Stoner in his 
taped spots- "'The main reason 
why niggers want intergration 
is that niggers want our white 
women, I am for law and or- 
der. You can't have law and or- 
der and niggers/’ 

The stations and MsQror Mas- 
selFs office were deluged with 
protesting telephone calls. 

No right of censorship exists ^ 
In the City of Atlanta and this 
executive order is not an 
tempt to censor language but is 
issued for the purpose of avoid- 
ing possible injury and death to 
the citizens of Atlanta and the 
destruction of property/’ said 
MasselL 

He Lsaid protests had been 
lodged by the Anti-Defamation 
League, the National Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored. People, and the Atlanta 
Community Relations Commis- 
sioa 

A WSB-TV spokesman said 
Stoner had booked 21 of the 
spots to run between Aug* 1 
and Au& 7 at a cost of $3,000„ 
WPLO said it sold Stoner time 
for 20 spots jj^pread over five 
days, ending Saturday, 

‘"Under the law, it is ill^al 
to censor a paid political adver- 
tisement,” said a WSB-TV ex- 
ecutive* “That must be our po- 
sition, It is a tough one. If you 
censor in one case, yorf re step- 
ping on free speech in another*
